The basic law initiated by Geula 
Cohen (Tehiya) declaring 
Jerusalem the capital of Israel 
passed Its preliminary reading in 
the Knesset yesterday and was 
referred to the Law Committee. It 
was opposed only by the Com- 
munists and ShelL 

The bill, which consists of three 
brief paragraphs, also declares 
that the integrity and unity of 
greater Jerusalem, in its borders 
after the Six Day War. shall not be 
Impaired. 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg said 
that the world knows that 
"Jerusalem is the heart of the 
matter." But for political reasons it 
was convenient for many states to 
ignore the historical truth of the 
connection between the Jewish peo- 
ple and Jerusalem. He noted that 
Jerusalem is mentioned 856 times 
in the Bible, but not even once in the 
Koran. 

Burg said that the government Is 
preparing a draft Brnic Law: The 
State, which includes a paragraph 
declaring Jerusalem the capital of 
Israel. Without subscribing to the 
wording of Cohen’s Mil, he propos- 
ed that it be referred to committee 
for consideration. 


Uri Avnery (Shell) opposed the 
bill, saying that the Moslem world 
would never agree to the perpetua- 
tion of the status quo in Jerusalem. 

The Alignment Knesset faction 
Issued & communique saying that 
while it bad supported the referral 
of Cohen's bill to committee it 
regarded it as merely declarative 
in nature. 

A faction committee headed by 
Uzi Bar am wifi submit a draft basic 
law on Jerusalem which will also 
deal with the status of the holy 
places, the status of minority 
groups in Jerusalem, and granting 
Jerusalem preference with regard 
to development and public 
resources. 

The Knesset referred to the 
Interior Committee a motion for the 
agenda by Ben-Zion Rubin 
(National Religious Party) on "the 
need to give the Western Wall plaza 
the character of a national site." 

Religious Affairs Minister 
Aharon Abuhatzeira (NRP) said 
that as far back as & year ago he 
had asked the ministerial com- 
mittee on Jerusalem to discuss this 
question. The committee chairman 
(Burg) had promised to convene 
the committee within the next few 
weeks for this purpose.- 


U.S. poll says Anderson a contender 


NEW YORK (Reuter). — Indepen- 
dent candidate John Anderson 
yesterday drew nearly even with 
President Jimmy Carter and 
Ronald Reagan in a major opinion 
poll, malting Mm a force to be- 
reckoned with in this year’s battle 
for the presidency. 

According to the poll, 'Republican 
Reagan would receive 85 per cent of 


the vote. Democrat Carter 81 per 
cent, and Anderson,- a Republican 
congressman at odds with his par- 
ty, 29 per cent if the ejection were 
held today. 

The results of the poll, conducted 
by the Louis Harris organization for 
ABC news, came as Carter and 
Reagan edged closer to their par- 
ties' nomination for president. 


U.S. hails 

Sadat’s 

speech

WASHINGTON. — U.S. officials 
were clearly pleased by President 
Anwar Sadat's announcement 
yesterday ending Egypt's five-day 
suspension of the autonomy 
negotiations.' The White House par- 
ticularly welcomed Sadat's asser- 
tion that the decision was made 
following a telephone conversation 
with President Jimmy Carter on 
Tuesday. 

In an Interview with out-of-town 
news editors on Tuesday. Carter 
disclosed that he had raised the 
issue directly with Sadat. The 
White House released the full text 
of the interview yesterday. 

"I asked President Sadat on the 
phone this morning to make a quick 
decision to recommence the peace 
negotiations with Israel,” Carter 
said. "He assured me that he would 
do so.*' . 

Carter welcomed Sadat’s naming 
of Defence Minister Kamal Hass an 
All as the new chief Egyptian 
representative at the autonomy 
negotiations, replacing former 
Prime Minister Mustafa Khalil. 
Carter called Ali "a very forceful 
and very effective representative of 
Egypt in dealing with security 
matters.” 

Carter said that Sadat had 
provided Special Ambassador Sol' 
Llnowitz with advance details of his 
speech last Thursday evening just 
before the U.S. envoy returned to 
Washington from Egypt. 

Senior U.S. officials yesterday 
flatly denied reports from Egypt 
that Carter was planning another 
three-way summit with Sadat and *| 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin for 
later this month. 

Asked about the reports, a State 
Department spokesman told 
newsmen at tbe daily briefing: 
"There’s nothing to it.” 

Instead, Ldnowitz is planning to 
return to Egypt next week to 
resume tbe autonomy negotiations 
as part of a last-minute effort to 
achieve as much progress as possi- 
ble before the May 26 "goal” es- 
tablished last year to try to con- 
clude the talks. 

Successful completion by then is 
considered remote, although U.S. 
officials are stressing their deter- 
mination to ccntissc f he talks in the 
weeks and. if necessary, months 
ahead. 

Secretary of State Edmund 
Muskle told reporters aboard his 
flight to Europe that he understood 
the rationale behind the latest 
Western European Middle East 
peace initiative — namely, their 
dependence on Arab oil — but be 
rejected their interference. • 


Burg: Cannot 
hold autonomy 
talks on time 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Chief autonomy negotiator Yosef 
Burg last night said that it is almost 
impossible to renew negotiations 
this months because of the Shavuot 
festival next week. 

The interior m i ni ster said that 
Israel in any case should not be ex- 
pected to resume talks immediate- 
ly upon the ringing of the telephone, 
noting that it was not Israel which 
had suspended the talks. 

Burg Indicated that Jerusalem 
would deliberate before agreeing to 
reconvene the talks. There was a 
hint that all Would depend on 
whether President Anwar Sadat to- 
day will announce Egypt's ap- 
proval of resuming the talks uncon- 
ditionally or whether he would lay 
down new terms. 

Burg seemed uncertain what the 
U.S. might do to renew the talks. 


Sadat hints at new 
framework for talks

Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat yesterday Indicated that 
he woald call for a new 
framework for the negotiations 
on autonomy for the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip- Hie Egyptian 
leader said that he hafcd agreed 
to "start anew” the autonomy 
negotiations which he ordered 
suspended last week, bnt 
deferred spelling out his posi- 
tion on the Issue until after he 
consults with his top aides 
today. 

Sadat said that his approval of 
renewing the talks came in 
response to a plea from U.S. 'Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter during what he 
described as a lengthy long- 
distance phone conversation. 

"Following my discussion with 
Carter, T derided to agree to restart 
the autonomy negotiations after we 
announce our position (today)." 
Sadat said. . 

He made the remarks in a nation- 


wide speech in parliament on the 

occasion of the ninth anniversary of 
his "corrective revolution” under 
which he overpowered his political 
opponents barely six months after 
succeeding the late President 
Nasser. 

Sadat did not disclose his inten- 
tions, but hinted that he might de- 
mand top-level meetings between 
E ?fypt, Israel and the U.S. for inter- 
preting the autonomy provisions in 
the Camp David peace accords. 
Earlier reports from Cairo said 
that Sadat may seek yet another 
summit with Carter and Premier 
Menahem Begin as early as May 25. 

Sadat’s remarks on the autonomy 
Issue did not leave the outlook for 
new talks very bright. Conceding 
that the gap between Egypt and 
Israel remains “huge," he 
reiterated his determination to pur- 
sue an end to both Israel’s “occupa- 
tion as well as civilian ad- 
ministration" in the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

Sadat reasserted his rejection of 
Israeli settlements “old and new,” 


adding that he regarded East 
Jerusalem as an inseparable part 
of the West Bank. 

Sadat cautioned that the 
autonomy Issue was an indivisible 
part of the Camp David agreement 
and it had to be resolved to com- 
plete the accord with Israel. The 
other part was the bilateral peace 
treaty which, he said, both sides 
were implementing with sincerity. 

The Egyptian leader said that It 
has become clear that the parties 
would not arrive at anything 
definitive by May 26, which was 
originally set as a target date for 
tangible progress in the autonomy 
negotiations. He said that he con- 
sidered the failure to meet that date' 
"very serious.” but he did not- 
elaborate. : 

He said he would try again, 
noting: "Begin would be the hap- 
piest man If 1 were to say 1 do not 
want to negotiate.” 

Sadat spoke in parliament for 
four hours, his longest public ad- 
dress since taking office nearly 10

Gen. Ali named new foreign minister

Egypt’s Defence Minister Kamal 
Hass an All was last night officially 
named as his country’s new 
Foreign Minister. General Ali was 
also promoted to the rank of deputy 
premier in a new 25-member 
cabinet which President Anwar 
Sadat himself will chair. 

Under the new system executive 
powers would be given to district 
governors who will take part in the 
regular "cabinet session planned to 
be held once a month. 

Ali, 59, replaces Mustafa Khalil 
who held the foreign affairs port- 
folio — in addition to the 
premiership — until the resignation 
of the 81-member cabinet on Mon- 
day. 

Khalil has not been named to the 
new government. He thus leaves his 
role as Egypt's chief delegate to the 


negotiations with Israel over the 
projected West Bank and Gaza 
Strip autonomy to Ali. 

Ali had been the second ranking 
official in tbe Egyptian autonomy 
talks. The third. Minister of State 
for Foreign Affairs Butros Ghali, 
retained his post in the new cabinet. 

All was replaced as Defence 
Minister by Chief of Staff Ahmed 
Badawi, who commanded the Third 
Army until shortly after it was en- 
circled in the 1973 war. 

Another ranking officer, Gen. 
Nabawi Ismail, retained the key in- 
terior portfolio and was also 
promoted to the rank of deputy 
premier. 

In all, the new cabinet, which is 
charged with carrying out a sweep- 
ing political and economic reform 
programme, includes six deputies 
to Sadat in the cabinet. 


In addition to All and Ismail, 
these are: Faud Mohleddin. a 
medical professor who had served 
as a chairman of the parliament’s 
foreign affairs committee; Ftkry 
Makar am Ebaid. who was titular 
secretary-general of Sadat’s 
National Democratic Party. He 
was named as deputy premier for 
parliamentary affairs; Ahmed 
Ezzeddin Hilal, who retained his 
control over petroleum; Abdul : 
Razzak Abdul-Maguid named as 
deputy premier for economic and! 
financial affairs as well as Minister 
of Planning, Finance and" 
Economy. 

The lineup of the new cabinet,' 
which includes six men serving as 
ministers for the first time, reflects, 
the heavy hand Vice President 
Hosni Mubarak had in its forma- 
tion. 


NATO urges Soviets 
quit Afghanistan now 


BRUSSELS (UPI). — NATO allies 
condemned the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan yesterday as a serious 
threat to peace and agreed to beef 
up their own defences as a conse- 
quence of the Soviet action. 

But the alliance, meeting at top 
level for the first time since the 
Soviet army marched into 
Afghanistan on Christmas eve, said 
it remained ready to continue arms 
control and disarmament talks with 
the Soviets. 

To give added weight to the 
meeting, NATO foreign ministers 
Joined defence ministers in the 
search for & response to the Soviet 
action. 

A joint communique said the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan 
“jeopardizes international peace and 
stability and strikes at the prin- 
ciples of the UN charter.” It called 
for "the total and immediate 
withdrawal of all Soviet forces from 
Afghanistan and said, "the people 
of Afghanistan must be free to 
shape their future without outside 
interference.” 

The document briefly mentioned 
a number of practical measures 
designed to improve the military 
preparedness of the alliance as a 
result of the Afghan crisis. Essen- 
tially. the measures entail speeding 
up plans already in the pipeline to 
increase stocks of ammunition and 
equipment and reinforce armies in 
times of emergency.

Bank Leumi has given El A1 loan 
facilities of up to $25m., without any 
government guarantee. The 
Jerusalem, Post has learned. 

- Economic circles said yesterday 
that they could not recall any 
similar instance of such facilities 
being made available -here to a- 
local company without government 
backing. Also remarked on was 
that It is a commercial bank which 
is ready to help out a state airline. 

No information was available on 
the security given to the bank to- 
make the loan facilities possible to 
a company which expects to. lose 
some 225m. this year and whose ac- 
tivities the government is trying to 
cut in an effort to limit its losses. 

Criticism was also levelled 
yesterday at the Bank of Israel. 
Economic circles wondered why 
the central bank’s supervisory 
mechanism has not seen fit to query 
Bank Leuml's actions In going 
ahead without a government 
guarantee. 

Bank of Israel Governor Arson 
Gafny yesterday refused to com- 
ment and Examiner of Banks Oded 


Messer said he knew nothing of the 
loan arrangements. 

Economic circles were yesterday 
speculating that Bank Leumi ap- 
parently hopes the move will bring 
it an important client, with 
prospects for further cooperation. 

El Al, for its part, needs the loan 
to pay compensation to staff who 
have accepted its retirement 
scheme and to others whom it wifi 
dismiss. 

Bank Leumi spokesman Zalman 
Segal yesterday refused to confirm 
the news or to give any further 
details. 

In reply to a question by The 
Post, the Treasury yesterday said ft 

had not had any hand in the loan, 
and that It was interested only la 
seeing El Al make an economic 
recovery. There was no Treasury 
Intention to guarantee a loan. 

Meanwhile. Knesset circles say 
that a government committee has 
been set up to look into El Al'a 
claims that the company is being 
discriminated against by the prices 
it is asked to pay here for jet fuel. 

El Al board chairman Avraham 
-Shavit claims tbe company pays 
3370 a ton for aviation fuel, while 


the Israel Air Force pays only 3285 
a ton. He says this is causing El Al 
losses of some 328m. per year. Fuel 
costs are 33 per cent of all El ATs 
expenses, while they are only 20 per 
cent of the outgoings of comparable 
airlines, allegedly because the com- 
pany is being overcharged. 

If it emerges that the local 
supplier, a company jointly owned 
by the three Israeli tael companies, 
is overcharging, tbe government 
will go Into the possibility of letting 
the company make independent 
fuel import arrangements. Alter- 
natively, It may take other action 
such as setting an official price for 
aviatlop fuel to ensure that dis- 
crimination against El Al ends.

In Warsaw, tbe Soviet Union and 
its partners In the Warsaw Pact 
held a similar high-level meeting 
attended by President Leonid 
Brezhnev, party chiefs, foreign 
ministers and defence ministers. 
Some diplomats speculated that the 
meeting might produce an In- 
itiative by the Soviets to restore 
detente. 

Muskie will meet Soviet foreign 
minister Andrei Gromyko in Vien- 
na tomorrow, but he warned 
against raising expectations. 

U JS. officials said Muskie told the 
NATO allies that Washington 
wanted specific support over 
Afghanistan and Iran "that goes 
beyond rhetoric." 

The officials quoted Muskie as 
saying that he expected the nine 
European Common Market 
nations, all but one of which are 
also NATO members, to live up to 
the spirit and letter of their agree- 
ment of April 22 to impose stiff 
economic sanctions on Iran if by 
May 17 there is no decisive progress 
towards releasing the U.S. hostages . 
in Iran. 

Common Market foreign 
ministers are scheduled to meet in 
Naples on that date to decide 
whether to go ahead with the sanc- 
tions. But there is some disagree- 
ment whether the sanctions should 
apply to existing contracts. 


Kabul wants 
U.S.- Soviet 
guarantees 

MOSCOW (UPI). — The Soviet- 
installed government of 
Afghanistan yesterday called on 
the two superpowers to guarantee 
its relations with Iran and Pakistan 
and. for the first time, broached the 
possibility of a withdrawal of Soviet 
forces from its territory, tbe official 
Soviet news agency TASS reported. 

In a dispatch from the Afghan 
capital of Kabul. TASS quoted a 
government statement wbicb said 
that the question of a Soviet 
withdrawal "must be solved." 

But the Afghan statement also 
said that such a. withdrawal must 
be underpinned by the U.S. with "a 
clearly expressed commitment not 
to carry out any subversive ac- 
tivities against Afghanistan, in- 
cluding from the territories of third 
countries." 

The statement opened by propos- 
ing separate talks with 
Afg h a n istan’s Moslem neighbours. 
Iran and Pakistan, aimed at 
producing bilateral agreements to 
govern their relations. 

It went on to stipulate that *!a 
component part of political settle- 
ment must be appropriate political 
guarantees by some states, that 
would be acceptable both to 
Afghanistan and other participants 
in bilateral agreements. 

-"Among them, in the opinion of 
the Democratic Republic of 
Afghanistan, must be the Soviet 
Union and the U.S. 

"The basic meaning of the 
guarantees must consist in the fact 
that the countries giving them will 
themselves respect and substan- 
tiate by their authority 
Afghanistan’s bilateral agreements 
with Pakistan and Iran," Tass 
quoted the statement as saying.

Jerusalem now 
numbers^ 402,000

The population of Jerusalem has 
grown by about 137,000 people since 
the city's reunification in 1987, the 
Central Bureau of Statistics an- 
nounced yesterday. The Increase 
includes 90,000 Jews and 42,000 non- 
Jews. 

Today's total population of 
Jerusalem is 402,000, of which 290,- 
000 are Jews. The 112,000 non-Jews 
Include 12,000 Christians, the rest 
being Moslem. 

The Jewish group has grown by 
49 per cent in the last 13 yean while 
the non-Jewlah population in- 
creased by 60 per cent. 

About 70 per cent of the Jewish 
growth is a result of natural in- 
crease. Immigration and Israelis 
moving to the capital account for 
the remainder. 


Technion to decide 
on faculty transfer

HAIFA. — The Technlon's senate la 
to make a final decision this month 
on the proposed transfer of the 
Architecture Faculty to Naveh 
Sh&’an&n campus, where a new 
building is to be put up to house it. 

■Xhe Architecture Faculty, which, 
along with the Civil Engineering 
Department is the Technlon’s 
oldest. Is now the only department 
still housed in the original Technion 
building in the Hadar Hacarmel 
' district. The others have been mov- 
ed to the Carmel campus. 

The architecture students and 
teachers have opposed the propos- 
ed move on the grounds that It 
would remove them from their 
“natural laboratory" — the city of 
Hhlfa — and “hide them away” 
among the laboratories of the Tech- 
nion campus. They would be cut off 
from the mainstream of the people: 
“That's what architecture is all 
about.'' one teacher said. They 
have also expressed anxiety over 
the future of the historical building, 
if they are made to vacate it The. 
building's cornerstone was laid in 
1912, and the Technion was formal- 
ly opened in 1924.

Administrative detention orders 
issued against Kach leader Meir 
Kahane and his associate Baruch 
Green, based on -intelligence that 
they were planning vigilante action 
against Arabs, will be reviewed by 
the president of the Jerusalem 
District Court this morning. 

Rabbi Kahane and Green were 
detained by detectives of the 
Jerusalem special branch on Tues- 
day evening after Defence Minister 
Ezer Weizman had. signed the ad- 
ministrative detention orders. It 
has been reported that Kahana is 
being held In the Shatta maximum 
security prison while Green is being 
held In Damun prison. 

The orders were issued after 
security authorities concluded that 
Kahane and Green, together with a 
small underground group of sym- 
pathizers, were planning physical 
retaliation against Arabs in the 
wake of the Hebron terrorist at- 
tack. 

Ever since then, when K a han e 
said that he would make plans for 
an “appropriate response," he and 
some of his closer supporters have 
been under Intense surveillance. 

Earlier this week the authorities 
concluded that some kind, of 
vigilante action was being planned, 
and as soon as they were satisfied 
that they had Identified those In- 
volved. It was decided to act. 

Kahane and Green have been 
detained under the recently 
enacted Emergency Powers 
(Detention and Miscellaneous 
Provisions) Law which was passed 
by the Knesset last year. The law 
replaced the mandatory emergen- 
cy regulations which empowered 
local military governors to order 
administrative detention. 


The new law requires that the 
defence minister personally sign 
the orders and also includes a 
provision for review by the presi- 
dent of a District Court within 48 
hours of the order being Issued, as 
well as a periodic review every 
three months. 

The two Kach movement leaders 
are among the few. but not the only, 
Jews to have been placed under ad- 
ministrative -detention since the 
creation of the state. Such orders 
were served on TZL leaders in- 
volved in the Alfalena affair as well 
as against the members of the 
“S&rafand Group" — an outgrowth 
of the Lehi underground — In the 
fifties when they were caught with 
arms which the government alleg- 
ed were to be used against it 

At present there are some 20 ad- 
ministrative detainees, most from 
the administered territories. 

Asher. Wallflsh adds: 

• In the Knesset yesterday, the 
two-man Tehiya faction of Geula 
Cohen and Moshe Shamir published 
the text of a telegram sent to Welz- 
m&n. in which they queried his 
judgement In ordering Kahaar. and 
Green held. 

Cohen and Shamir made the 
following points: 

■ Does adequate evidence exist 
that Kahane in fact intended to 
launch Illegal operations, and does 
this evidence justify his ad- 
ministrative detention? 

• Does the decision to arrest 
Kahane not rest on the untenable 
consideration, of even-handed, 
treatment for Arab aggression and 
Jewish, self-defence? 

• Can Kahane not be prosecuted in 
a civil court? 

• Have measures been taken to 
prevent the possibility of attempts' 
to assault or even Mil Kahane while 
he is in detention? 




Levy signs contract 
with overseas builder

A contract for the construction of 
prefabricated housing was signed 
two months ago between the Hous- 
ing Ministry and the Belgian firm 
Sycco. Another is due to he signed 
in a few days with Maba, run by 
Herut activist Ya'acov Merldor, 
The Jerusalem Post has learned. 

Meanwhile, debate continues in 
the Knesset Finance Committee 
and In the media as to whether, in 
the light of criticisms levelled by 
the State Comptroller, the govern- 
ment should go ahead with the con- 
tracts. 

At yesterday's meeting of the 
Finance Committee, MK Adi 
Amoral charged that the com- 
mittee's authorization to the Hous- 
ing Ministry to enter Into the con- 
tracts -had -been based on false in- 
formation. He said the committee 
would do- well to re-examine the 
matter and. If need be, even to com- 
pensate the companies for any 
cancellation of the deal. 

But consultations between the 
committee chairman and its legal 
adviser showed that the committee 
cannot retract its agreement Ac- 
cording to the committee's con- 
stitution, agreement once granted 
can only he retracted if the issue 
concerned Is to be brought before 
the Knesset, which is not the case 
here. 

But MK Shlomo Lorlncz, the com- 
mittee's chairman, did agree that 
Housing Minister David Levy be in- 
vited to appear before the com- 
mittee, together with the State 
Comptroller, so that a discussion 


could be held on the various ver- 
sions of the deal and the truth thus 
established. 

Uri Oren, Levy's aide, said 
yesterday that Levy would be hap- 
py to come before the committee 
and would even demand that the 
session be open to the press so that 
afterwards no biased leakages 
would appear. 

. Amoral said that the comp- 
troller's report shows that Levy had 
misled the committee last 
.December when he claimed that 
the building systems of the 
overseas companies had been 
checked by Technion experts. In 
fact, aAmoral said, the Technion 
checks were only just beginning 
when Levy appeared at the com- 
mittee. 

To this, Oren replied that Amoral 
had already levelled this complaint 
last December. Levy. Oren said, 
had told the committee that he had 
had no intention of misleading it. 
All be had intended to convey was 
that the contracts would not be im- 
plemented without Technion ap- 
proval. And the fact is, Oren said, 
no contract was signed until the 
Technion report came in on the Syc- 
co proposal As for Maba, this com- 
pany's proposal was still being sub- 
jected to technological clarifica- 
tion. 

Levy had kept his word to the 
comptroller, Oren said. He had 
promised that there would be no 
contract until a thorough check had 
been made. 

The plana provide for the two 
companies to put up 1,000 
apartments a year by use of a 
number of prefabricated construc- 
tion systems. 


High Court to hear petition 
for return of West Bankers

A petition challenging the depor- 
tation of the three Hebron-area 
leaders was submitted yesterday to 
the High Court of Justice. Justice 
Moshe Belaky transferred the peti- 
tion to a panel of three judges 
invited the attorney-general's 
representative to attend the 
hearings. 

Hebron Mayor Fahd Kawaama, 
the kadi of the town. Sheikh Rajah 
Tamimi, and the mayor of 
neighbouring Haihoul, Mohammed 
Mllhem, were deported to Lebanon 
in the early hours of Saturday, May 
3, following the Belt Had ass ah 
terrorist attack in Hebron . 

Attorney Felicia Langer, 
representing Kawasma’s and 
MU hem's wives and Tamimi 's 
cousin, named the defence minister 
and the military governor of Judea 
and Samaria as respondents in her 
petition to have them show cause 
why the deportation orders should 
not be annulled and why the three 
men should not be aUowed to 
return. 

Langer said In her petition that 
her telephone was cut off already 
early on Friday night when she 
tried to contact Kawaama after 


hearing of the attack in Hebron. She 
eventually managed to contact him 
from a neighbour's phone and gave 
him alternate telephone numbers 
should he need to contact her. 

Early the next morning 
Kawaama’ s wife called her at one 
of these numbers and told her that 
her husband had been detained 
shortly after midnight by soldiers 
and had still not returned. Mrs. 
Kawaama was unable to call her 
earlier because all the telephones In 
her area had also been cut Off. - 
By the time Langer reached 
Jerusalem, where she had made 
arrangements to petition a duty 
High Court justice for a temporary 
restraining Injunction Israel Radio 
had announced the three men had 1 
already been deported to Lebanon. | 
Langer claims that the deporta- 
tion orders are illegal since they 
are based on arbitrary con- 
siderations and that the three men 
were prevented by trickery from 
exercising the legal right to appeal 
to a special military advisory 
board. In addition, she hIr-Itur that 
deportation is contrary to Inter- 
national law, specifically Section 49 
of the Fourth Geneva Convention as 
well as the Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights. 


Rumanian dancer pirouettes, 
disappears at B-G Airport

Hotel sources believe that the 
dancer has defected, but It is not yet 
known if she has gone to any em- 
bassy for asylum. 

“We believe that she defected. 
These things happen with artists 
from Eastern Europe. But we have 
no idea what country she wishes to 
go to, or where she is staying,” 
hotel sources said yesterday. 

Elena Tutan, aged about 35, left 
the Laronune with her 14 fellow 
dancers of the Rumanian Bucor 


troupe at 4 a.m. yesterday for the 
airport. She checked in her luggage 
with the rest of the dancers, then 
told a friend that she had some 
Israeli currency which she wished 
to use up. That was the last anyone 
has seen of her. 

At 6 a_m., after a frantic search of. 
the airport with the help of security 
guards, the Bucharest-bound plane 
left without Tutan. 

Tutan has a husband and two' 
children in Rumania.

British still pessimistic 
about Camp David

LONDON. — Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir's optimism about 
the outcome of his meeting on Tues- 
day with British Foreign Secretary, 
Lord Carrington voided to The 
Jerusalem Poqf as he came out of 
that meeting and repeated again 
yesterday at a press conference 
before he returned .to Israel last 
night, is not shared by the British 
Foreign Office. ‘ _ 

Asked about the “promise” that 
Shamir said he had received from 
Carrington that the British would 
do nothing to disturb the Camp 
David process, a Foreign Office 
spokesman said that "promise is 
not quite the way I would pot it. It is 
looking less and leas likely that the 
current negotiations' will' be 
successful and a European in- 
itiative Is very much anthercards." 

The spokesman drew attention to 
the fact that the nine Common 
Market foreign ministers had been 
asked to prepare possibilities for 
alternative action to present to the 
summit meeting of heads of govern- 
ment of the EEC countries In 
Venice this week. 

It is clear that the British' govern- 
ment has come to the conclusion 
that the Cainp David process is 


moribund, whatever S hami r (and 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat) 
might think, and they believe that 
its "death” will be clear for ah to 
see in the very near future. 
Therefore talk of Britain doing 
nothing to disturb that process is 
Irrelevant in British eyes. 

But that did not deter Shamir, 
who spoke of his hopes for 
“remarkable progross" in the 
autonomy talks “in the nearest 
future.” It would not be tragic, he 
said, if the talks lasted a few more 
weeks, provided that an agreement 
was eventually reached. When ask- 
ed If he was therefore thinking in 
terms of weeks rather than months 
before a successful conclusion is 
reached, he replied, with a rare 
touch of humour: "Months are 
composed of weeks.” 

But he was more, precise about 
when the autonomy talks were like- 
ly to resume. He denied that they 
were deadlocked and was confident 
that they would start again “in the 
coming days or weeks." 

Shamir faced a number of critical 
questions from the British press 
and. was not always convincing In 
his answers. Indeed, one diplomatic 
correspondent from a leading daily 
paper went so far as to tell Mm that 
“some of us find your answers con- 
fusing.” 


Bani-Sadr says Americans 
plotting sabotage in Iran 


TEHERAN. — President 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr claimed in a 
radio interview last night that the 
U.S. had landed 98 Americans in 
various parts of Iran to engage in 
sabotage and create unrest during 
the next two weeks. 

Bani-Sadr said the U.S. had also 
dispatched 19 Iranians who were 
longtime U.S. residents to join the 
Americans In sabotage operations. 

He said he had received the infor- 
mation “only this morning from 
someone in the U.S.” who had come 
to know about the alleged sabotage 
plan. 

Bani-Sadr charged that as part of 
the operation two helicopters had 
been flown into the highly pop- 
ulated area of southwestern Iran 
which is the homeland of the 
Bakhti&rt tribe. 


Leaders of the .tribe have., ex- 
pressed support for Iran's Islamic 
revolution but son^ tribesmen are 
also understood to have lent sup- 
port to clan-member Shapour 
Bakhtiar. the ex-shah's last 
premier, now in exfie in France. 

The Iranian government also an- 
nounced that an international con- 
ference would be held in Teheran, 
June 2-0, to deal with alleged 
American crimes against Iran, In- 
cluding the abortive rescue effort ; 
last month In wMch eight American 
command os were killed. 

A leading Iranian official said 
yesterday the needy elected Ira- 
nian parliament will not ^consider 
the fate of the American hostages 
for some time after it meets, 
probably putting oft the issue 
beyond June. (AP, UPI, Reuter)

“The abolition of martial law is 
the decision, of 1980," declared 
Sadat. . 

Sadat also devoted much of his 
speech to Egyptian religious strife, 
criticizing Coptic leaders for voic- 
ing fears of domination by Islam. 

“Let's call things by their 
names,” Sadat said. “Egypt is a 
Moslem country — not an ordinary 
Moslem country, but has a leading 
position in the Moslem world for 
which we have preserved Islam for 
: 1,000 yean. 

"Propagators of sedition should 
know that the best protection for 
Christianity in Egypt la Islam," 
Sadat said. He also stressed that Ms 
country's faith does not stem from 
the Islam of grudge and.hatrod.that 
the- Ayatollah Khomeini of Iran la 
spreading . 

The crisis between church and 
state surfaced last month when 
Coptic Pope Shenudah ordered the 
cancellation of all Easter 
celebrations in protest against what 
he described as his community's 
plight. S h fwmd a h 'a move coincided 
with Sadat's departure to 
Washington where he was greeted 
by Coptic demonstrations. "The 
persecution complex should he i a * d 
aside and the policy of blackmail 
should he renounced,” Sadat said. 
He also warned that he would not 
tolerate “politics In religion or 
religion Tn politics In either 
churches or mosques.” 

Sadat also 'announced a 
retaliatory measure against 17 
Arab countries which had severed 
diplomatic relations with Egypt in 
'protest against the peace treaty 
signed with Israel last March. He 
said that those countries will not be 
allowed to restore their embassies 
even If they wanted to. Should they 
seek to resume ties, Sadat said, 
they will be permitted nothing more 
than “relations offices" to serve 
only peoples rather than regimes. 

The Egyptian leader began Ms 
speech by asking deputies to 
observe one minute. of silence for 
the late Yugoslav President Joslp 
Tito, who he said was a true friend 
of Egypt. 

He recalled that Tito had sent 
Egypt 140 tanks when Sadat asked 
for help during the Yom Kippur 
War to meet Israel’s counter-thrust 
across the Suez Canal. ' 

“Unlike the Soviet Union, which 
has not even replied to my pleas un- 
til this very day, Tito sent the 
fully equipped for battle,” he said.

Cabinet pay rise sought 
to offset salary erosion

The Israel Defence Forces com- 
plaints commissioner finds more 
soldiers' complaints submitted to 
him justified than he rejects, Om- 
budsman Haim Laskov told the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee yesterday. 

The commissioner's annual 
reports, tabled In the committee, 
was Also handed to Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman, but haa not 
.yet been made public officially. 

The report said that some 8,300 
complaints reached (Rav-Aluf res.) 
Laskov last year, about 1,000 less 
than the year before. 

Of those only 835 had been found 
unjustified and 107 were, 
withdrawn. A total of 1,054 had been 
found justified, and the rest were 
either remedied, referred to other 
authorities, or were still under con- 
sideration. 

The complaints alleged denial of 
due rights and privileges and Im- 
proper conditions of service. They 
came from reservists as well as 
conscripts and regulars, the report 
said. 

Without revealing names, Laskov 
mentioned complaints about 
harassment of soldiers and the 


meting out of degrading 
punishments. He described orders 
by officers and NCOs designed to 
break soldiers' spirit or retaliate 
against them for disobedience. 

Tn highly critical language, 
Laskov classed such behaviour as 
Illegal. He dismissed out of hand 
the excuse, sometimes given by 
commanders, that harassment 
toughens up the soldier to hold fast 
in times of extreme pressure, such 
as battle conditions. 

Laskov described such theories 
as the expression of ignorance. He 
a aid it was not fear which toughen- 
ed soldiers and made them win 
battles, but the personal example of 
their commanders, the encourage- 
ment they received, and their 
education towards duty and respon- 
sibility. He said that harassment 
and degrading punishments were 
the expression of a sub-culture 
within the general army culture. 

Laskov’s appearance before the 
committee was relatively brief, 
lasting less than 45 minutes. It was 
decided to postpone all debate on 
the report until the MKs had read It 
and Chief of Staff Rafael Hhtan 
could be Invited to take part, and if 
necessary reply to questions and 
comments on the report.

Cabinet ministers are feeling the 
Pinch. A number of them have 
recently put pressure on Knesset 
members to discuss raising their 
salaries. A sub-committee of the 
Knesset Finance Committee will 
meet today to consider the matter, 
with ' Knesset sources indicating 
that a rise of between 70 and 100 per 
cent is contemplated. 

Ministerial salaries have not 
been raised for two years. They 
have only been updated by the cost- 
of-living increment paid to all 
salaried workers in the country. 
This has caused an erosion in their 
pay, some ministers claim. 

Deputy ministers today earn 134,- 
400 a month gross. Ministers 
receive a gross monthly salary of 
IS4.900. while the prime minister is 
paid 135,200 gross a month. 

To demonstrate what they term 


the erosion of their pay, minis te re 
compare their earnings with those 
of the judiciary. Two years ago, a 
district court Judge received the 
same salary as the prime minister, 
but today a judge's wages are IS9,- 
900. A chief magistrate's salary, 
which used to be equivalent to that 
of a minister, Is now IS8.000. A 
magistrate's salary, once 
equivalent to that of a deputy 
minister, is now 137,200 a month. 

Some- Knesset sources say that 
the time Is not ripe for raising ■ 
ministerial salaries, to which those | 
of ministry directors-general are 
linked. 

But there are others In the 
Knesset who say that the time is 
never ripe in Israel, and that it is 
nevertheless more than time to 
make a drastic change in 
ministerial salaries. Ministers, 
these sources point out, sometimes 
earn less than state attorneys or * 
senior tax officials.

G&vriel RUbinsteln, also of Neot 
Sinai, was given 8 weeks in jail with 
eight and a half months suspended. 
They have 80 days to appeal before 
serving their sentences. 


Moshe Sabag of Moshav B&rovit, 
was given a six month suspended 
sentence and fined IS600. The other 
defendants were fined from IS500 to 
IS700. 

The accused were brought to trial 
following a violent confrontation 
,iast>May 23 between the settlers ,

According to the Israel Defence 
Force report of Sunday’s 
demonstration at Allenby Bridge on 
the Jordan border, MK Uri Avnery 
(Shell) pushed and kicked soldiers 
and policemen In an attempt to 
break through the barrier they had 
set up. . 

This was stated in the Knesset 
yesterday by Deputy Minister 
■ Yoram Aridor in his reply to a mo- 
tion for the agenda by Ehud Olmert 
(Likud-La'am).' . 

The demonstration on the Israeli 
side of the bridge was held by a 
group of Israelis who wanted to ex- 
press solidarity with the three 
deported West Bank notables who 
were themselves demonstrating on 
the Jordanian side. 

The three are Fahd Kawasma, 
mayor of Hebron, Mohammed 
Milhem, mayor of Halhoul, and 
Rajab Tamlznl. Kadi of Hebron. 

Olmert said that the Knesset 
should denounce the violence by 
Avnery. 

Aridor quoted from yesterday’s 
issue of the “Ha'olam Hazeh" 
weekly (of which Avnery is editor), 
which said that the demonstrators, 
led by Avnery and MK Charlie 
Biton. had crossed the barrier, 


amid shoving and hitting. 

In contrast. Aridor noted, the dai- 
ly "Ha’aretz" bad quoted Avnery 
as saying that he had crossed the 
barrier “Inad verten tly." 

Aridor cited the army’s report of 
the Incident as quoting Avnery: "If 
you want violence, you'll get 
violence." 

Aridor said that the Knesset 
should censure Avnery, and moved 
that Olmert's motion go to com- 
mittee. 

Avnery was given the floor, os- 
tensibly to move that the motion be 
struck from the agenda, but he end- 
ed up saying that In the course of 
his speech he “became convinced" 
that it would be well tor a Knesset 
committee to examine the matter 
so that the facts could be establish- 
ed. 

Avnery said that the army's 
report was untrue. There was no 
confrontation between the 
demonstrators and the soldiers, he 
said. A policeman had laid his 
hands on Mrs. Milhem, who was 
with the Israeli demonstrators, 
"and of course we didn't just stand 
there. That was no way to treat an 
Arab woman."

The Jerusalem District Electrici- 
ty Company has decided to go to the 
High Court of Justice to challenge 
the government's decision not to 
renew the company's concession. ' 

The company's managing direc- 
tor, Anwar Nusseibeh, said yester- 
day that the board of directors had 
decided that there was no alter- 
native but to seek an Injunction 
from the High Court of Justice. 

The board had consulted a 
number of prominent Israeli 
lawyers, including Jerusalem ad- 
vocate Shlomo Toussi&rCohen, and 
their recommendation was to peti- 
tion the court as soon os possible. 

Nusseibeh said that another 
reason had been a letter he had 


received from the Energy Ministry 
asking him to attend a meeting on 
Monday "to discuss the practical 
steps Involved tn handing over the 
management of the company." 

‘Earlier this week the board met 
with labour union leaders and joint- 
ly decided that the only alternative 
open to the company was to go to 
court. 

The company's concession ex- 
pires at the end of this year and the 
government has maintained that, 
for technological and economic 
reasons, there is no reason to renew 
it. East Jerusalem sources main- 
tain that the decision is politically 
motivated, the decision has been 
criticized in the Knesset - and 
Jerusalem mayor Teddy Kollek has 
called it “a mistake."

Cuba: CIA plot caused 
Bahamas boat sinking 


NASSAU. Bahamas. — Cuba has 
abruptly broken off talks on Its 
sinking of a Bahamian patrol boat, 
in which four crewmen died, charg- 
ing that the incident was a plot by 
the U.S. Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy (CIA). 

Bahamas External Affairs 
Minister Paul Adderley reacted by 
SAyIng U.S. -Cuban problems had 
nothing to do with Cuba's strafing 
and sinking on Saturday night of the 
patrol boat, the Flamingo, while it 
waa towing two Cuban fishing 
vessels suspected of fishing illegal- 
ly in Bahamian waters. Eight 
Cuban fishermen from the two 

boats were to appear In court 
yesterday to be formally charged 
with fishing offences. 

The Cuban delegation discussing 
the incident went home on Monday 
night and was to have returned to 
Nassau for an afternoon meeting on 
Tuesday. 

But Cuban Foreign Minister 
Isidore Mai ml ere a sent a message 
to the Bahamas government saying 
he would Inform the government 
later this week about resuming the 
talks. 

On Sunday, the Bahamian 


government said, five Cuban 
warplanes, including a helicopter, 
repeatedly buzzed Duncan Town on 
Ragged Island, where the 
Flamingo survivors and detained 
Cuban fishermen had been taken. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. State 
Department on Tuesday accused 
Cuban President Fidel Castro of un- 
leashing a guerrilla war against the 
U.S.. using as "bullets" the 37,000 
refugees who have fled the Island 
since April 21. 

"I suggest to you that this is a 
farm of guerrilla warfare using 
people as bullets," U.S. refugee 
coordinator Victor Palmier! said in 
referring to the flood of Cubans 
streaming into the U.S. 

"The fact Is that, we have an 
emergency on our hands," he told a 
committee of the House of 
Representatives. 

Other administration witnesses 
said 38,724 Cubans arrived on U.S. 
soil as of midnight Monday — 421 of 
them with criminal records. 
Falxnieri told the Senate Judiciary 
Committee on Monday that as 
many as 60,000 Cubans are ex- 
pected to arrive by the end of May.

MONROVIA (UPI). — The new 
Liberian government of Sgt. 
Samuel Doe quashed an attempted 
counter-coup yesterday and 
arrested several soldiers believed, 
responsible for the plot, sources 
said. 

■Reporters who heard about the 
counter-coup followed Doe to 
.Monrovia's central military 
barracks and saw several soldiers 
placed under arrest. No figures on 
the number arrested were im- 
mediately available. 

Doe, who seized control of the 
government in a coup against 
former president William Tolbert 
last month, went Into emergency 
session, with his top- aides. A 
spokesman said a decision “on the 
fate of those who attempted the 
counter-coup" would be made at 

the meeting. 

Reports of the counter-coup came 
just hours after Doe dismissed 
Edwin Lloyd, Jhe chaplain-general 
of Liberia's army, and ordered him 
sent to prison for five years. No 
reason was given immediately for 
the action against Lloyd.

President Banana assured the 5,- 
400 white farmers who control moat 
of the nation's arable land that they 
would not be chased off their es- 
tates, but gave fresh assurances to 
blacks that a big land resettlement 
programme would be Introduced.'

865. He needs 1,666 for renomlna- 
tion. Kennedy waa ahead for 86 of 
Tuesday's delegates, which would 
put his overall count at 770. 


Robert Strauss, Carter’s cam- 
paign. chairman, said the president 
is likely to have his Democratic 
delegate majority even before the 
big primary in eight states on 
June 3. 

Kennedy said he would continue 
the campaign, . looking for a come- 
back in the big final primaries, 
because "I believe a political party 
must stand for something."

TEHERAN (Reuter). — Iran’s Red 
Lkm and Sun relief agency has sent 
trucks of emergency medical and 
food supplies to the Kurdish city of 
Sanandaj after the army an- 
nounced it had quelled a month-old 
guerrilla rebellion there,' the. of- 
ficial Pan news agency said. 

It said the agency had sent three 
tons of medicine on Tuesday to be 
used at the olty’s main field 
hospital. 

There have been conflicting 
reports on the situation in the Kur- 
dish city. There has so lar been no 
formal acknowledgement by the 
guerrilla ride that they have aban- 


doned their positions there. 

The army unit based in Sanandaj, 
however, said In a statement the 
city was now totally under the con- 
trol of what it called the v Moslem 
people of Iran. “The last stronghold 
of the enemy and the nests of cor- 
ruption, which were .at the service, 
of the criminal Iml&ilaiikm ctf East 
and West, , have come under pur 
control," the statement said. 

The statement added that the 
army and revolutionary guards had 
lost more than 500 men in the four 
weeks of fighting, during which the 
guerrillas had pinned them down In 
isolated strongholds throughout the 
city. 


Czech troops said arriving in Afghanistan 


NEW DELHI. — An exiled Afghan 
political leader yesterday claimed 
that Czech troops had arrived In 
Afghanistan withid the past 10 
days. Meanwhile other reports in- 
dicate an escalation In opposition to 
the Soviet invasion. 

Amin Wakman, secretary- 
general of the Afghan Social 
Democrat Party, told a press con- 
ference here that about 5,000 Czech 
troops had been flown to Kabul. 

Wakman said the information 
came from reliable sources in 
Afghanistan. "We are fighting the 
Warsaw Pact," he said. 

This is the first time that Chech 
troops have been reported in 
.Afghanistan. 

Western diplomatic sources in 
New Delhi who monitor events In 
Afghanistan closely said they were 
not aware that Czech troops were In 
the country and there has been no 


mention of their presence from 
Kabul or Prague. There are at least 
90,000 Soviet troops In Afghanistan, 
according to the latest Western 
diplomatic estimates. 

Meanwhile, heavy fighting has 
broken out In Herat, an important 
Afghan city close to Iran's eastern 
border, where anti-government 
forces have controlled much of the 
provincial capital for weeks, said 
travellers reaching here yesterday. 

Afghan troops backed by Soviet 
soldiers and armour launched at- 
tacks in part of the city last Satur- 
day, said the sources' who Included 
a Westerner and an Afghan. Pitch- 
ed battles in the city were believed 
conti n ui n g, they told journalists. 

There has been no word on 
casualties from Herat, considered a 
fundamentalist Moslem city. 
Herat, 966km west of Kabul, was 
the scene of anti-Soviet rioting even

Anderson delivered a hard*, 
hitting pro-Israel speech, directly 
confronting the matter of his sup- 
port in 1961, his first year in 
Congress, and later again in 1968 
and 1966 for a constitutional amend- 
ment recognizing “the authority 
and law of Jesus Christ, saviour 
and ruler of nations, through whom 
are bestowed the blessing of 
Almighty God." 

LIKE CARTER, Anderson is & 
born-again Christian. He called his 
“Christ Amendment" a “dumb 
thing to do," adding: VI shouldn’t 
have introduced it" In effect, he 
offered an apology. Many in the 
audience seemed willing to accept 
it. 

Jews, who vote In much higher 
percentages than other Americans, 
are concentrated In those states- 
with large Electoral College votes: 
California (46 votes). New York. 
(41), Pennsylvania (87), Illinois 
(38). Ohio (25), Michigan (81), New 
Jersey (17), Florida (17) and 
Massachusetts (14). These nine 
states alone have 828 votes between 
them — or nearly as many as is 
needed to elect a president — 270 
votes. 


Assuming a close, three-way 
race, any drain In the Jewish com- 
munity from Reagan to Anderson is 
bound to help Carter since every 
state has a winner- take-all rule. 

With Anderson in the race, the 
Carter camp is only now beginning 
to tolly recognize the importance of 
tbe Jewish- vote. This Is reflected In 
the bitter “anti-Israel" accusations 
being hurled against Anderson and 
Reagan. 

The Carter campaign is pointing 
to - Anderson’s “Christ 
Amendment" as well as his 
relationship with former under- 
secretary of state George Ball, 
whose views on Israel are poison to 
the Jewish community. Questioned 
about Ball by the Jewish leaden In 
New York on Wednesday, Anderson 
said he disagrees with the former 
State Department official on the 
Middle East. 

AND IN AN indirect slap at Ball, 
Anderson said he would only select 
people to work tor him on foreign 
policy issues who support his own 
positions. But Anderson did not rule 
out calling on Ball for advice on 
other areas, such as Europe and the 
Persian Gulf region.

(cutting into the windpipe), which 
may have to be carried out In an 
emergency to bypass an obstruc- 
tion at the upper end of the airway 
which Is Interfering with breathing. 

Thankfully, when we arrived, I- 
was relieved to discover that It had 
all been a false alarm — at least as 
far as the choking was concerned. 
Little Dalla, albeit rather frighten- 
ed and confused about all the toss 
she had caused, was in fact looking 
nicely pink and was breathing 
without any undue difficulty. The 
errant screw had fortunately 
followed the more conventional 
downward route — Into her 
- stomach. 

I reassured both mother and child 
that there was no need to panic and 
that the screw would doubtless pass 
within a day or two. 

YOUNG CHILDREN are, of 
course, forever putting all sorts of 
unusual articles into their mouths 
which, if accidentally swallowed, 
almost always end up going down 


the “right” way. 

Sometimes, however, they may 
get Into the airway leading to the 
lungs and that is when the trouble 
starts. 

Very small Items Including some 
foods which are inhaled in this way 
may actually get as far down as the 
lung tissue itself. (A “favourite" 
here, particularly among toddlers, 
are peanuts.) 

In such circumstances some 
wheezing and breathing difficulty 
may develop almost at once, but 
although the object must ot course 
be removed,' a short delay before 
Going so Is usually quite acceptable. 
Occasionally, the presence of such 
a foreign body is not even suspected 
until a focus of chronic lung infec- 
tion forms around it and produces 
symptoms. 

The situation becomes extremely 
urgent when the object lodges In the 
upper end of the airway, the larynx. 
The victim, usually a child, may 
then cough violently, make 
strenuous and alarming attempts to 
breathe and, if the obstruction con- 
tinues, turn blue rapidly. There is 
usually little time to summon 
qualified medical help and, un- 
relieved, the blockage may prove 
fatal within a few minutes.

dynamic gradings. However, the in- 
tonation was sometimes faulty, the 
high register of the sopranos lack- 
ing in strength and the textures re- 
quiring powerful volume which 
were not always within the choir’s 
reach. 

The IPO played well, but also a 
bit too loudly. The dramatic accom- 
paniment sometimes overshadow- 
ed the choristers, particularly in 
the "Rex" and the “Gonfutatls.” 
There were also beautiful and mov- 
ing parts as the “Doratoe Jesu" and 
the “Hostias” of the Offertorium. 

Bruckner's magnificent work 
was given by turn a dramatic, 
lyrical and festive rendition that 
revealed its grandiloquent solemni- 
ty. In both the opening and the con- 
cluding movements the brass 
- - sonorities of the orchestra again 
covered the singing of the 
choristers, who could be seen but 
only .partly heard. 

- Yet, despite Its shortcomings, the 
concert as a whole was a success.

Only two weeks ago, Ball wrote a 1 
biting letter to "The New Republic" 
attacking Prof. Edward Luttwak, 
who has earlier lashed out against 
Ball in an article in the Influential 
magazine.

nia at Los Angeles: Zev Furst, the 
former B'naJ B’rith Anti- 
Defamation League representative I 
in Jerusalem who now works for I 
David Garth, the well known ! 
political consultant organizing the . 
Anderson campaign; and Richard > 
Straus, a former legislative lob- 
byist of the American Israel Public 
Affairs Committee (AIPAO, who 
now co- edit* a bi-weekly. Middle 
East newsletter in Washington. All 
three are recognized as close 
friends of Israel. 

But the Garter campaign is more ! 
afraid of Jews voting for Reagan 
than Anderson. Indeed, Carter 
backers hope Anderson can siphon ' 
Jewish support from Reagan — if 
voting for Carter is impossible. 

With that in mind, they are* 
spreading the word that Reagan 
might select former Texas gover- 
nor John Connally as his secretary 
of state. Connally Infuriated the 
Jewish community last October by 
issuing a Middle East position 
paper calling on Israel to withdraw 
virtually from all the territories 
captured during the 1967 war and to 
recognize Palestinian "self- 
determination." 

REAGAN and his .advisers have 
been saying all the right things 
about. the Middle East, as far as 
Israel Is concerned. But they do not 
as yet seem to have developed a 
very effective strategy In spreading 
their message to the American 
Jewish community. 

They clearly bare a chance of at- 
tracting considerable Jewish sup- 
port In the large states, such as 
New York, given the anger towards 
Carter. That support could be 
critical in determining the 
November outcome. 

But unless they move quickly, 
Anderson might step in and snatch 
the Jewish vote. And that would 
probably help Carter get re-elected. 


It's advisable tor all of us to know 
what first-aid measures to take 
when confronted with such a situa- 
tion. tor such knowledge could one 
day .help to. save' A: life. 

Here's what should be . done: 
Firstly, remove any obvious 
obstruction from the mouth, such 
as food or false teeth. 

In an infant, hold him upside 
down by the legs and smack him 
smartly several times between the 
shoulders. This should release most 
foreign bodies in the upper airway. 
Older children should be lain over 
your knees, head down, and given 
three or four sharp slaps between 
the shoulders to dislodge the 
obstruction. In an aduZt, several 
sharp blows between the shoulders 
should do the trick. Even after such 
action has proved successful, it 
may be necessary to^ perform ar- 
tificial respiration — like the 
mouth-to-mouth method. 

• This is a further skill well worth 
acquiring; it can be of value not 
only in choking but also In cases of 
drowning, electric shock and heart 
attacks. Magen David Adorn and 
many other organizations provide 
courses and are always pleased to 
welcome participants interested In 
learning first-aid.

colour. Impressionistic music could 
hardly have been presented more 
colourlessly. 

This concert was self-defeating, 
and there are two reasons for the 
failure: The choice of works and the 
performances. 

At least three items — Ibert, Bax 
and Milhaud — were simply boring. 
These pieces seemed to have been 
included because of their closeness 
to impressionistic style and not 
because of their artistic value. 

And all the pieces — the good 
ones and the weak ones — suffered 
from boring and tepid perfor- 
mances. 

Whereas pianist Greenfeld never 
showed any indication of creating a 
clear and definable interpretational 
profile, the inclusion of David Chen 
was courting disaster. His huge, 
fluctuating, distorted and 
technically wrongly-produced 
vibrato played havoc with intona- 
tion and the music. Furthermore, 
his playing was also a succession of 
technical hitches. Seeing and hear- 
ing him play made it easy to un- 
derstand why hla viola parts were 
slightly better. 

Two musicians acquitted 
themselves with great honour: har- 
pist Ruth Maayani and flutist Uri 
Shoham. But their efforts, with the , 
exception of the Debussy sonata, 
were mostly wasted on mediocre ; 
pieces. 

In contrast to tbe concert proper, 
musical examples included in the 
lecture-demonstration which 
preceded the concert and delivered 
by Arle Vardi, provided undiluted i 
pleasure. All of Vardi'a piano i 
pieces (Dehussy) proved to be aym- ! 
bols of perfection. Emanuel Gruber 1 
added an admirable second move- , 
ment of Debussy's cello sonata. ' 
And a further surprise was pan- 
tomlmlst Julian Chagrin, who inter- 
preted some of Debussy's | 
humoristic piano pieces to tbe ; 
delight of the entire audience.

A SENSE OF WONDER 


EVEN IF you saw the Netherlands 
Dance Theatre here two years ago, 
you wouldn't be entirely prepared 
for this visit. Many of the dancers 
are the same, but they don't dance 
the same. They have been 
transformed ' — keyed up — by the' 
fantastic choreographer-director 
Jiri (pronounced Yiri) Kyllan. 
They can play solo, but are best in 
ensemble. 

The 22 dancers (11 couples) in the 
Jerusalem Theatre (May 10 and 11 ) 
for the Spring Festival (and under 
the auspices of the Bat-Dor Com- 
pany) worked together like the 
parts of a single body. One could 
select this or that one — Roslyn 
Anderson. Arlette van Boven, Ric 
McCullough, Gerald Tibbs and 
more and more. But the impression 
was that any two could do what any 
other two oould db — and do it 
better. 

In five works on the two nights. 
Kylian showed an inventiveness 
that was always refreshing to the 
eye. exciting to the mind. How 
could it be otherwise when the men 
swung the women through the air, 
slid them along the floor, snatched 
them up as if weightless, turned 
them like tops, witb hand on head or 
with the twist of an arm? 

The women could leap high and 
travelling alone, and so could the 
men, with even more vigour and 
velocity. Yet it was the unflagging 
choreographic impulse as much as 
the dancers that created the sense 
of wonder. 

Kylian has a singular power to 
absorb music into dance. Thus, 
“Symphony of Psalms" seemed the 
very embodiment of the Stravinsky . 
music. First, eight men were 
seated — four and four at right 
angles •*— with- eight- women kneel- - 
lug at centre stage. Then they work-

ed out their patterns, all the time 
within an unmarked square, in 
couples or In mass. The 
choreography involved classical 
steps, ritualistic lines, free move- 
ment owing something to Martha 
Graham but produced its own 
original blend. Kylian made great 
use of slow-motlon walking, and 
here the 16 dancers moved finally 
with backs to the audience Into the 
shadows upstage against a huge 
background of real Persian 
carpets. An unforgettable moment. 

THERE WERE other unforgettable 
moments. The finale of “Sinfoniet- 
ta" (music: Janacek) was thrilling, 
too — the dancers, as if airborne 
with tireless energy until they join- 
ed hands to move towards the 
audience and triumph. 

“Dream Dances” with Luciano 
Berio’s folklike music, provided 
chances for soloists, though they 
appeared in duets, trios and 
quartets. In the first of the "songs," 
the dancers were surprisingly 
neither tidy nor technically 
flawless, but from then on, pace 
and polish became sheer delight, 
with at least three highlights: Mar- 
ly Khoben and James Vincent in an 
Italian "Ballo," Chris Jensen in an 
Auvergnian solo, Sabina 
Kupferberg and Gerald Tibbs in an 
Azerbaijan lore song, beat of all. 

Despite this dazzle, I found tbe 
first night programme more im- 
pressive. 

In the “Glagolitic Maas" — a 
masterpiece by Czech composer 
Janecek — Kyllan (himself Czech- 
born) created something that was 
neither' religious nor spiritual and 
yet caught the full-blooded exalta- 
tion of the music in whirling, sweep- 
ing propulsion, perpetual motion, a 
kind of body worship. 


. The Incredibly flexible women 
and mobile men seemed tp 
swoop through space above the 
stage area — the women in wide- 
flowing skirts, the men In tights and 
open-chested blouses. 

Quite different in texture was 
"Children's Games" — and it was 
no child's play. Opening In misty, 
hilly decor which swept aloft leav- 
ing a surrealistic setting (Including 
hanging chairs) the stage revealed 
a company of “children" in 9 
"playpen." The “gamea" that 
followed included war and 
waywardness, the violence often 
terrifying in its topicality. 

The playpen became four ladders 
which served as a bier for the dead, 
a border for opposing armies. The 
props were as much part of the 
dance as the dancers. Dressed in 
miscellaneous white garments, 
worn upside down and wrong way 
round, the 'dancers were as vivid In 
stillness as in speed, in attitudes as 
in animation. This was not pure 
dance, but dance drama — Indeed, 
Dance of the Absurd (which doesn't 
mean frivolous). * 

Much of the effectiveness of thfe 
staging web due to the striking 
decor by William Katz and Walter 
Nobbe. Honours tor costuming go to 
Joop Stokvia, Wills Kim and Kylian 
himself. 

WHAT A brilliant conclusion for 
the Jerusalem Spring Festival 
dance season. What a pleasure to 
hear that the Bat-Dor Company hah 
already invited the Netherlands. 
Dance Theatre to come again in 
1983. Yet it la saddening that Avital 
Mossinsohn, planner of Jerusalem 
festivals for the past three years, 
may not be carrying on his splendid 
policy. The theatre committee

Sails to help move vessels across 
the seas are likely to return. The 
shape of ships to come will not be 
the familiar funnel-topped one, but 
a combination of the powered craft 
of our century with the picturesque 
masts and wind-filled sails of 
earlier times. The wave of the 
future may be "sail-assisted" 
ships. 

The economic forces at work In 
the shipping industry over the next 
two decades wen the subject of a 
recent lecture by an authority on 
shipping and porta, Henry S'. Mar- 
cus, professor of -maritime systems 
at Boston's M.LT. 

Invited by Haifa University, the 
Israel Shipping Research Institute 
and the Dagon SUo Company to 
deliver the first Jacob Kecht 
memorial lecture, Prof. Marcus' 
paper dealt largely with the impact 
of rising oil prices on shipping. 
"That rise divides the past from the 
present, the past meaning a trend 
towards bigger and more specializ- 
ed ships, beginning after World 
War n. The present period shows a 
tenfold increase in the price of fuel, 
an attitude of uncertainty, less 
growth In the size and specializa- 
tion of ships," he said. 

To save fuel cargo ships now sail 
at reduced speeds. Hulls are clean- 
ed more often to decrease friction, 
and new types of hull coating are 
used to save maintenance coots.

Coal and wind 
power are coming back. 

Coal-fired vessels will be tried dut 
on the coal trade routes from 
Australia to Japan. Research on 
sail-assisted vessels Is now con- 
ducted in the U.S.. Japan, Sweden, 
the UK, West Germany and the 
Netherlands "with encouraging 
results." 

Experts' are plotting the best 
combination of cargo types, wind 
power, size and type of vessels and 
trade routes. Bulk carriers will still 
grow in size, but not as fast as In the 
past. Technological, economic and 
political factors Inhibit the 
dramatic Increases of their ton- 
nage. 

Shipyards r books are full with 
orders for cargo vessels In the 30,- 
000 to 98,000 ton deadweight range, 
compared with 225,000 to 300,000 ton 
. vessels built over the past 20 years. 
Coal may be carried in 850,000 ton 
bulk carriers In the form of slurry 
— powdered coal mixed with water. 
Dry' bulk carriers of up to 90,000 ton 
displacement — which are more 
sensitive to fuel costs are can- 
didates for sail equipment. 

Prof. Marcus expects that at 
current and foreseeable fuel prices 
shipowners will find It economic to 
install fuel-saving equipment, in- 
cluding sails, even if their ships will 
be slowed down and as a result 
carry less cargo over the year. 

"Commercial feasibility of s all- 
assisted vessels depends on the 
wind characteristics on the trade 


route Involved. Research in the 
U.S. shows that on more than ten 
foreign trade routes vessels face 
headwind less than 16 per cent of 
.the time and the average wind 
speed is over 11 knots. These routes . 
appear favourable for considera- 
tion of sail-assisted vessels, " Prof. 
Marcus said. 

The smaller the vessel, the. less 
the chance of technological dif- 
ficulties In harnessing wind power. 
Small ships typically sail on 
relatively short trade routes with 
good weather characteristics, and 
to ports with draft restrictions that 
exclude larger ships. . 

The sail-assisted -vessel would 
have a smaller than usual power 
plant, Prof. Marcus says, so that 
total capital investment, Including 
masts, sails and rigging would be 
less than In a conventional vessel. 
'New container ships, the fastest- 
growing section of the world’s 
merohant fleet, will become 
smaller, slower and will have a 
shallower draft, for greater flex- 
ibility, he added.

(and also entitled to a fortnight a 
year of severance pay) — would 
have been prohibitive. I preferred 
to negotiate a lump-sum 
settlement." 

In the end it worked out as 
follows. Rassco had TT ,3.1m. in the 


Taoz pension fund and a ILO.Sm. 
life insurance policy. These 
benefits were made over to Weins- 
tein. 

• He had a IL350,ooa loan still out- 
standing, and an advance of IL.150,- 
000 for a plot he had bought. The 
two sums were deducted from the 
compensation figure. Also Rassco 
had bought up his Government 
Compulsory loan, paying the 
monthly contributions on his behalf 
against an undertaking that the 
repayment would go to them. "This 
was strictly illegal," Baruch notes, 
“since the Compulsory Loan is not 
tradeable." He was made to sell 
that back to Rassco for IL600.000. 
Rassco then paid IL7.65m. out offals 
ILl3.5m. as income tax. Finally, 
they had given him an advance of 
IL300.000 after his resignation, to 
see Mm through the long period of 
negotiations. 

So all he received in cash at the 
termination of the bargaining Is 
what was left, ILSOO.OOO — “not 
enough to finance the new con- 
sulting company he has set up," 
Baruch suspects. 

Capitalizing anybody's pension 
would involve an outlay of millions, 
even when they retire at 65, accor- 
ding to Baruch. When a person gets 
a full pension at 46, the cost is cor- 
respondingly greater — "and the 
provision making that kind of 
arrangement should never have 
been authorised," he says.

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Unholy preacher 

.SURELY It is high time: this would seem to be the most sensible 
reaction to the detention on Tuesday, on the defence minister's 
order, of Melr Kahane. 

It is some seven years now since the U.S.-born Rabbi Kahane, 
as he likes to be known, began transferring the base of his 
violent teachings and operations from New York to Israel. 
From that time on he has been a regular thorn in Israel's flesh. 

Having made a name for himself In America, where he found- 
ed the Jewish Defence League, as an implacable foe of the 
Soviets (whom he battled In the name of the oppressed Russian 
Jews) and of the blacks (to battle whom he teamed up with a 
mafia chief), Melr Kahane must have pictured a great future 
for himself over here as an arch-enemy of the Arabs. 

He appears to have expected too much. Even the most con- 
firmed Israeli nationalists tended to shy away from his racist 
message of undiluted hate for the Arabs. The idea of Greater 
Eretz Ylsrael, which he claimed to espouse, was based on the 
assumption that Jews and Arabs could live peacefully together 
under Israel's sovereignty. 

The burden of his doctrine was that this country was for Jews 
alone, and that the Arabs, who were all hostile to the Jews, 
should leave — or be kicked out. 

Running on this platform for the Knesset in 1973 and again in 
1977, Melr Kahane failed to make much headway. He did not win 
a single seat for his list either time. But next time he wants to 
try again. 

His newest election plank has In fact already been offered, in 
outline, to Israeli readers through a paid advertisement in a 
Hebrew daily this week. Plainly reeking of the recent troubles 
on the West Bank, it breathes fire and' brimstone to a degree un- 
usual even for Melr Kahane. 

It is nothing less, in fact, than a project for the overthrow of 
Israel’s democratic system. Besides the expulsion of the hostile 
Arabs it proposes the setting up of an anti-Arab terrorist 
organization, under state auspices. 

In addition it suggests that all Arab youth be required to put in 
three years in labour brigades (in lieu, that is, of army service) . 
that all budget and national insurance payments to the Arabs be 
stopped — and. at the same time, that the Arabs be forced to 
cough up all the taxes due from them. 

This, according to Melr Kahane, would solve all of the Jews’ 
— especially the Oriental Jews’ — economic problems. 

Now it is arguable that a free society must allow the right of 
free speech even to a deviant type it detests such as Meir 
Kahane and that the Kahane plank la for the people to judge at 
the polls. 

But even under this absolutist doctrine there Is a line to be 
drawn between speech and action. Meir Kahane has crossed 
that line on innumerable occasions, both here and in the U.S. He 
has repeatedly fallen afoul of the law — and deliberately so. For 
not speech but dramatic violence is his method of political 
propaganda. Yet he has always been permitted to pick up and 
go on. 

Only two weeks ago he was arrested for unlawfully staging a 
provocative demonstration inside Ramall&h. But he was soon 
after released, so that he could deliver an oration at the funeral 
of a disciple killed in the Belt Hadassah massacre in Hebron. 

There he enunciated a new halachic ruling of double revenge 
against the Arabs — "two eyes for an eye." 

No-one in authority bothered even to reprove him. Rather of- 
ficials, Including ministers attendant at the funeral, did nothing 
to signal their dissociation from all he stands for. 

Yet it should have been clear enough long ago that his Knesset 
platform is Meir Kahane ’a own independent programme of ac- 
tion; and that by treating its author with Md gloves the 
authorities were unwittingly giving the rabid doctrine behind it 
a colour of legitimacy. 

Now, at long last, Kahane appears to be taken for what he Is: 
a clear and present danger to the public weal. Whether ad- 
ministrative detention is the best way to deal with him Is 
another matter. But at least the alarm bells have been sounded, 
from on high. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


A CONCERNED reader in 
Jerusalem writes: 

“Last December an Incredible 
story made Its round In the yeshiva 
circuit. Briefly, it went as follows: 
■ One night in December three well 
known rabbis had the same dream, 
to wit, that the Messiah would 
appear within 120 days, and that his 
advent would be preceded by a war 
which would last three minutes. In 
this war the world would be 
destroyed — except for Jerusalem. 

“In my efforts to track the story 
1 down to Us source, I was advised 
that the three rabbis to whom the 
vision had appeared were the 
Sanscr Rebbe, Rabbi Sharabl and 
Rabbi Abuhatzeira. I was also told 
that the Lubavltcher Rebbe bad 
prescribed a “half fast" during the 
waiting period and that the head of 
a prominent Jerusalem yeshiva 
had advised that *’tshuva” 
(repentencel during the period 
wouldn't hurt. Neither of these emi- 
nent scholars endorsed the vision, 
of course, but both thought that 
precautionary measures might be 
In order. 

“The story was so widespread 
that it was reported in The Jewish 
Chronicle of London. In my In- 
quiries of a number of yeshiva 
students none would express out- 
right belief In the story, but all 
hedged with "You never can tell — 
there may be something In It.' 

"Now that tbe 220-day waiting 
period is over and the Messiah still 
has to make his appearance — may 


we hope that the looney season is 
also over. Some of us would like to 
know why our religious "leaders" 
did not see lit' to condemn out of 
hand this kind of infantile nonsense. 
While It is true that some of our 
brethren are prepared to believe 
almost anything if it comes from 
sources they respect, should not our 
religious teachers bring them to 
their senses? A story which raged 
like fire through the religious com- 
munity could have been stamped 
out early." S.H.A. 

THE “AKADEMIA Lass&fa 
Ha'tvrlt 1 ' has announced that the 
old-new currency of Israel should 
be spelled “Sheqel.” Why on earth? 
The word has been part of many 
languages for a long time: It is 
known as shekel in English, aiclo In 
Spanish, side In French, Schekel In 
German — it Is found in every 
language into which the Bible has 
been translated. Webster’s gives 
the form “sheqel" in brackets, as a 
guide to pronunciation — not to 
spelling, just as it gives “'kuak" as 
guide for the spelling of “quack." 

We are plagued with English 
street - signs which might be in- 
teresting for the scientist, and look 
mighty sophisticated — but nobody 
can read them, still less remember 
them. Must this o ve r- scientific ati on 
now spread to banks and com- 
merce? The Bank of Israel at any 
rate seems to have solved the 
problem in its own way by omitting 
any ' Latin word designating the 
name of the currency. E. W.

THE DAY of publication of the 
State Comptroller’s annual report 
has in recent years become one of 
the blackest days in Israel’s public 
calendar. The report, even in Dr. 
Itzhak Nebenzahl’s muted prose, 
stands as damning testimony to our 
inability to govern ourselves. 

One would expect that the 
political and administrative heads 
of our public service would go to 
great lengths to take advantage of 
the Comptroller’s findings to cor- 
rect and improve what so badly 
needs changing. Instead, the un- 
deniable impression gleaned from 
the monotonous repetition of sins of 
omission and commission detailed 
in the annual report, year after 
year, is that few if any at the top 
care, and that the few who could be 
expected to care long ago gave up. 

Especially dejecting Is that the 
practice of widespread misgovern- 
ment is now endemic to a second 
generation of Israeli ad- 
ministrators. One excuse given for 
administrative abuses in Israel’s 
early years was the fact that an 
overwhelming proportion of the 
country's administrators came 
from East European or Middle 
Eastern political cultures, neither 
known for effective and responsible 
administration. 

This excuse can no longer hold 
water, if it ever did. 

We are now well into a second 
generation, much of It made up of 
s&bras supposedly untainted by the 
deadening influence of Tsarist, 
Bolshevik or feudal Middle Eastern 
traditions. But not only has the 
generational transition made no 
difference to the level of public ad- 
ministration, there Is reason to 
believe that in many esses things 
are worse, despite the reliance of so 
many of our younger bureaucrats 


"COUNTLESS TIMES during 
these past two years. President 
Anwar Sadat has urged that Israel 
and Egypt “negotiate like civilized 
people." But what he did last week, 
announcing out of the blue that the 
autonomy talks are suspended 
"indefinitely," without giving any 
reason, after all the arrangements 
had been made for a session In 
Cairo this week — that was not how 
civilized people negotiate. 

Nor was it particularly civilized 
— certainly not civil — to treat his 
prime minister and other top aides 
in this way, making them look silly 
and unimportant In the eyes of the 
other party, Israel, and of the whole 
world. But that Is Sadat's own af- 
fair, though Israelis have come to 
respect and like Messrs. KhaliL All 
and Ghali and took no pleasure In 
seeing them embarrassed. 

It Is not Israel's affair, further- 
more. how Sadat chooses to behave 
towards U.S. Ambassador Sol 
Linowitz and the rest of the U.S. ad- 
ministration, or how they respond. 
On Wednesday, Linowitz, together 
with the heads of Egypt's and 
Israel's negotiating teams, Khalil 
and Burg, held a press conference 
at which he announced the 
arrangements for talks the follow- 
ing week. Thirty -six hours later 
Sadat had made nonsense of his 
credibility. 


on the ubiquitous presence of com- 
puters and their familiarity with 
the stylish lingo of modern public 
adm ini stration. 

THE TRUTH of the matter b, as 
the Hebrew saying goes, that "the 
fish stinks from its head.” The peo- 
ple In charge of tbe Israeli political 
system and the administration it 
oversees simply do not care, do not 
care nearly enough, or have thrown 
up their hands. 

Take several names as examples. 
Labour’s Gad Ya'acobi, who 
recently published one of the most 
Interesting analyses of the Israel 
government's workings, has long 
enjoyed a well-deserved reputation 
as a practitioner who also has the 
advantage of solid academic 
background in the latest trends of 
public administration. But his 
three-year stint as > transport 
minister made absolutely no 
difference to the administration of 
what is undoubtedly one of our 
worst run ministries. 

Or take Melr Amtt, the Gary 
Cooper straight-shooter who 
justifiably built up a reputation for 
no-nonsense efficiency as head of 
the Hlstadrut's Koor industrial 
complex, which be headed for nine 
years. As far as introducing change 
for efficient administration, went, 
his one year sojourn as transport 
and communications minister left 
no mark on those two agencies. 

If Yitzhak Moda'i, to take a 
current example, would have run 
the Revlon cosmetics firm, which 
he headed for many yean, with the 
same disregard for administrative 
efficiency that he has evinced at the 
Communications Ministry he in- 
herited from Amlt, he would now be 
running a kiosk In one of the coun- 
try's more backward development 
towns. 


Lest the impression be received 
from this list that the problem Is 
restricted to these ministries, a 
glance need only be cast at the total 
lack of impact of former chief of 
staff Haim Bar-Lev, who headed 
the country's military machine dur- 
ing a fateful four years, o r the 
Commerce and Industry Ministry, 
where he reigned supreme from 
1972 to 1977. 

The Ignominious list is a long one, 
and apologies are due to the above 
men, who have been singled out at 
random to Illustrate the point. The 
less said about most of their 
colleagues, the better. 

Those of us who tend to resigned- 
ly shrug off the Comptroller's fin- 
dings, and the worse things we 
know personally that the Comp- 
troller has not unearthed, mis- 
takenly excuse that resignation by 
arguing that after all, it Is only 
money that is being wasted. 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth. 

Hie blithe mismanagement that 
has become such a tumour on the 
body politic has also sent its 
cancerous cells Into "the holy of 
holies, the army, as recent Comp- 
troller reports have emphasized. 
The trauma of the Yom KIppur War 
lay not so much in the tactical sur- 
prise with ’Which our enemies 
caught .us, but the state of un- 
preparedness and neglect of front- 
line strongpolnts and rear area 
emergency stores, which cost lives 
and battles and vividly endangered 
the very existence of Israel as a 
society. 

Bureaucratic battles and ad- 
ministrative inefficiency in the Im- 
migrant Absorption. Ministry and . 
the Jewish Agency's Immigration 
Department are directly- responsi- 
ble for putting off prospective im- 
migrants from Western countries, 
persuading dropouts of the basic 
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correctness of their choice and 
chasing away many new Im- 
migrants whose absorption' has fail- 
ed. 

Most veteran Israelis who have 
decided to emigrate do so to pursue 
their own dreams of personal . 
enrichment. But there are 
worrisome signs that a growing 
number of yordtm are leaving In 
frustration, expressing their ex- 
asperation and disgust with a 
system which doesn't meet their 
legitimate expectations and doesn't 
work fror the country they care 
about very deeply. 

ESPECIALLY chagrining in tbe 
above picture is that visible 
progress has been made in sen- 
sitizing growing sections of the pop- 
ulation -to the need for better 
government. There are many 
public officials who do care very 
much but are deeply frustrated at 
their inability to turn the system 
around and change the atmosphere

President Sadat’s suspension of the autonomy talks was ‘a 
gratuitous insult to Israel' and had 'little in common with 
civilized negotiating , 1 writes Post Diplomatic Correspon- 
dent DAVID LANDAU. 


Washington's almost forelock- 
touching reaction — deferentially 
awaiting the Egyptian leader's 
speech to his national assembly 
yesterday while calling in Am- 
bassadors Alfred Atherton, and 
Samuel Lewis for an anxious 
rethink — is just another example 
of how the once-proud super-power 
seems nowadays to revel in being 
contemptuously taken for granted. 

Oriental inscrutability and the 
dramatic unpredictability of a 
great statesman are all very well, 
but they are no excuse for down- 
right boorishness. This is par- 
ticularly so since, as it now turns 
out, the "indefinite" suspension 
was only Intended to last a week or 
two, and was designed to facilitate 
a wholesale shake-up of the Egyp- 
tian government without the 


awkward presence of an Israeli 
ministerial delegation in Cairo at 
the time. 

It is to the credit of the Israel 
government, and especially of 
Premier Begin, that they did not 
allow themselves to be swept along 
by the traumatized reaction of 
some of the local media to Sadat's 
move. 

At first, there was no official 
response at all. And at the weekend, 
by which time Ezer Weizman had 
been given to understand that inter- 
nal Egyptian considerations were 
at play here. Premier Begin 
ordered a ‘play it coed'' One which 
was observed by the whole govern- 
ment. He was determined not to be 
rattled. This effectively robbed 
Sadat of the tactical advantage he 
apparently had sought to achieve. 


THE CABINET'S brief statement 
of Sunday "regretting" the suspen- 
sion hit precisely the proper chord. 
Dr. Buzgfs suggestion that Israel 
maintain a respectful alienee until 
the National Assembly speech of 
yesterday waa rightly rejected as 
undignified. 

For readily understandable 
reasons, Mr. Begin apparently feels 
be ought not to take issue publicly 
with Sadat for "pulling this fast 
one” on Israel. He is sufficiently at 
odds with the Egyptian leader over 
the substance of the negotiations 
without picking a new fight.

RUSSIAN IMMIGRANTS PROBLEM 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — I would like to refer to one 
particular aspect of the problems 
faced by Russian immigrants 
which Imposes an added burden on 
them. 

About a month ago, I finished my 
army training, under a special’ 
programme for new immigrants. It 
involves a special course for new 
immigrants, most of whom are 
married and over the age of 29, and 
serve a maximum of 120 days. 
Together with me were immigrant* 
from America, Russia, England, 
South Africa (where I come from) , 
Argentina, etc. In the course of 
many conversations I had with 
them. I discovered one source of 
resentment amongst the Russian 
immigrants. 

A new immigrant Is given a 
period of three years during which 
he can maintain his status of tem- 
porary resident and use his im- 


migrant rights. By the time he 
becomes an Israeli citizen and 
recievea his call-up to the 
army* he has been In the 
country for a period ranging be- 
tween four and six years. This 
gives him enough time to learn 
Hebrew, find a job, make friends 
and feel part of society. However, 
Russian Immigrants, who are most 
in need of a period of adjustment, 
arrive stateless and are granted 
Israeli citizenship soon after 
arrival. As a result, many of them 
get called up after a period of one ox- 
two years, which is totally insuf- 
ficient for satisfactory adjustment 
to their new home, and thi* makes 
them feel they are the object of dis- 
crimination. 

I believe something should be 
done to correct this injustice to the 
Russian immigrants.

■ It is absolute nonsense to think 
that the Irish Government could 
give either “tacit approval” or 
"physical sanctuary" to any 
terrorist organization. The illegal 
Irish Republic Army (IRA) is bent 
on not only the forceful removal of 
the British presence in Northern 
Ireland, but also the removal of the 
democratically elected parliament 
In Dublin. Any terrorist act in the 
Republic (Eire) la dealt with by the 
Irish security forces and the full 
rigours 1 of the law are applied in ell 
cases. 

The Irish Government believes 
that the solution to the Northern 
Ireland problem can only be found 
through the peaceful means of 
partnership and reconciliation of 
all opposing parties in that part of 
Ireland. The Irish Republic and the 
Northern Ireland security forces 
cooperate closely in the suppres- 
sion and apprehension of terrorists 
along their common border. The 


vast majority of terrorist attacks 
emanate from within Northern 
Ireland itself. The Irish Republic is 
not a free haven for terrorism as is 
the case in Lebanon. 

Mr. Hamburger would do well to 
refrain from using such strong and 
emotive language which does not 
help the already strained relations 
between Israel and Ireland. -
